LOS ANGELES, Jam 10.— 
(BUP)—One of the heaviest snow 
storms in history swept over 
Southern California today, fore- 
casting a disastrous new freeze. 

The snow was the first in years 
in most Southern California spots. 
It whitened lawns and hills from 
the ocean to the desert, blocked 
roads in the mountains on three 
sides of the Los Angeles metro- 
politan area and trapped hun- 
dreds of Sunday drivers in the 
mountains overnight. 

The wind-driven snow, hail and 
sleet were only the harbingers of 
a new cold wave expected to grip 
the southland’s devastated farms 
and orehards for the next three 
nights. Farmers already have 
lost $60,000,000 in a siege of freez- 
ing weather last week, 

Snow flurries fell along the 
coast at Santa Monica and north 
to Santa Maria, where they were 
the first in memory. Blizzards 
raged through the mountains near 
San Diego to the south, and to 
the east two inches of snow fell 


at Riverside and five near March °

Near Los Angeles, Glendale re- 
ported a three-inch blanket.

Number of serious offences in- 
creased sharply, however Judge 
Willis pointed out, Number of! 
juveniles charged with breaking, | 
entering and theft more than} 
doubled from 15 to 31 and number | 
of offenders under similiar serious 
charges jumped from 57 to 83. 

He traced this tendency to more 
serious crime to the fact that 
more offenders in 1948 were in the} 
higher age groups, about 16 or 17} 
years, while there were fewer in| 
the age brackets below 12 years. | 

“The records show that many 
juvenile delinquents are from brok- | 
en homes,” Judge Willis observed. | 

In 10 cases*the parents are separ- | 
ated, in four the mothers are sickly | 
and in eight the mothers are em-/| 
ployed away from home.

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Transit System Losses 


Traffic expert Norman E. Wilson of 
Toronto arrives in Edmonton today to 
begin his survey of Eximonton's transit 


system operations. 

His chief duty will be to investigate 
the service offered by the system with 
reference, not only to the accommodation 
of the public, but to changes that might 
effect an increase in revenue. 

While it would be presumptuous to 
offer advice to Mr. Wilson on the circum- 
stances he will find here, Edmonton people 
have no doubt that the revenues of the 
system can be enlarged because it is 
obvious that in many instances revenues 
are being thrown away. 

There is a general feeling that the whole 
routing and despatching system could be 
profitably revised. 

And to get down to detail, it is not 
necessary to give more than a single 
example. 

The service, for instance, to the city’s 
railway stations is anything but satisfac- 


tory and simply encourages travelers to 
employ any means of transportation other 
than buses. 

With regard to the Canadian National 
station, the bus stops a full two blocks 
away. 

The same thing is true of the Canadian 

Pacific station. 

The nearest bus stop, going either east 
or west, is at 108 street, which means that 
travelers must lug their bags more than a 
full block before they can even enter 
station property. 

Now whether loops should be construct- 
ed into close proximity to these stations is 
a matter for expert opinion. 

But the fact apparent to everybody is 
that the bus system loses patronage and 
money by this poor service. 

This is only one insiance. But it is the 
sort of thing that convinces Edmonton 
people that revenue can be increased 
through better service and that before 
higher fares are authorized the service 
should be improved. 


Quebec and Her Divorces 


With righteous pride, Ottawa reports 
that divorces appear to be decreasing in 
Canada. 

There were 8,193 Canadian divorces i 
1947 which amounts to 65.2 per 100,000 
of population. 

Nationa] figures for 1948 are not yet 
available. But the assumption of decline 
comes from Ontario where 1,110 fewer 
divorces were granted in 1948 than in 1947. 

Another indication comes from Quebec, 
which has no divorce courts, but whose 
divorces are sécured through act of par- 
liament. 

Quebec people, it seems, have made 
only applications for divorce to the 
January session of the Canadian parlia- 
ment,

Editor, Bulletin —One is amazed 
at the stupidity displayed by 
employers, especiatiy of large 
companies, in their attitude re- 
garding the employment of per- 
sons over 40 years of age.

For the third act of 
the great melodrama the two war 
situations, one in Europe and one 
in Arabia, are essential, and these 
were duly prepared behind the 
smoke of the second war. 

“It has become clear, in my 
opinion, that the central aim of 
the great conspiracy lies in Pales- 
tine. Europe is only important to 
these planners as a place to be 
destroyed, a continent where 
wars may be brought about, 
under cover of which other aims 
may be pursued. In Palestine, or 
at any rate in the Near Eastern 
territories surrounding it, the 
seat of their might is to be set 
up when the great plan has been 
com vieted.

One of the world’s most amaz- 
ing demonstrations of mob psy- 
chology (and I say this with all 
modesty) occurs on those rare 
occasions When I take in a load of 
wood, 

It is a perversity of mine that 
I may slave alone at a typewriter 
until dawn stains the night win- 
dows, yet faced with a task in- 
volving physical jabor I dread the 
prospect of lonesome toil. I gen- 
erally solve this problem by hav- 
ing the children of the neighbor- 
hood as my “assistants.” This is 
where the psychology comes in. 

I pass along my technique now 
on the slim chance that there may 
be some other fathers as no-good 
lazy as I am who can stand the 
neighbors’ derision or beat the 
child labor laws. 

Having been shamed into pack- 
ing in a load of wood by my 
wife's threat that she will do it 
herself I cunningly lie in wait 
until The Kid brings around her 
pals afier schooi, There are about 
a half dozen assorted boys and 
girls in the gang, their ages rang- 
ing from eight to 11 years. 

Who wants .a big feast of ice 
cream and doughnuts?” I cry. 
They cluster about with eager 
cries of anticipation. The poor 
little saps haven't learned what 
fate holds for them, 

“Yes, sir,” I carol. “A big feast 
—just as soon as we all get the 
wood jnto the basement!”

The system I generally work 
is to use two wheelbarrows, both 
borrowed from the neighbors.

This may be followed by the 
Petulant or Aggrieved Technique 
in which you look sorrowful and 
address the moppets with tragie 
earnestness, This just isn’t good 
enough kids, you say, and, shucks, 
if everybody’s going to loaf on 
the job we might just as well 
all quit and forget about that ice 
cream—that chocolate ice cream, 
Well you say, what about it? 
it's up to you kids, Shall we 
carry on or quit? One of the 
kids will surely suggest carrying 
on, Good for one wheelbarrow 
load. 

As the woodpile goes down 
your psychology becomes more 
devious. You wil] find that the 
Comparative Approach will have 
some brief effect. This is done by 
elaborately praising the work of 
the child who is working the 
hardest. “Boy, look at that Wendy 
work!” you exclaim, “Why, say, 
Wendy's working harder than 
even ME! Let's all see if we can 
do better than Wendy, shall we?” 
This generally has a small effect, 
but at least Wendy works harder 
for two or three minutes,

children will begin to use some 
psychology themselves. Every- 
body takes turns going to the 
bathroom, for example, and you 
must go into the house and drive 
them out. 

Or, as in the case of the wood- 
pile assaulted yesterday, the 
children will get sneaky on you 
and start playing games while 
you are wheeling the »arrow out 
of sight. The idea is to tip-toe 
around the house and confront 
them with the Aggrieved Look.

A little discipline over your ap- 
petite will be less difficult to im- 
pose, now that cupboards and cake 
boxes are cleared of those tempt- 
ingly rich foods, Your reward for 
restricting your diet will be a svelte 
figure. 

No Spartan-like regimen of self- 
denial telescoped within a few in- 
tensive days should be considered, 
If the status quo of weight is to 
be kept after you shed unwanted 
pounds, the diet process must be 
slow. No weight loss should ex- 
ceed two pounds a week, if health 
is to be safeguarded, Any reducing 
diet which fails to offer an ade- 
quate supply of vitamins, minerals 
and proteins should be avoided, 

To chart your way safely in losing 
as much as two pounds per week, | 
a basic seven-day diet has been 
planned for you under medical 
guidance. Jacob Buckstein, M_D.,| 
author of “Eat and Keep Fit,” tells 
readers to stick to the diet for five 
or six weeks if a weight loss of 
10 pounds is desired.
